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T Will not furely be thought ftrange I 
fhould fill fo many of my Papers with one 
Subject, when the Converfation of the 
Town rowls altogether upon what con- 

cerns the late G——l: Some are for giving

1 believe Hiftory cannot fup- 
ply us with any thing that will ferve for a 
Precedent: We fhall have the Glory to ftaad 
alone a moft fingular Example both of Grati- 
tude and Mercy. The Romans- were fo jcalons. 
of Alienations from the Publick, that they ar- 
raign’d Pompey, for that he had ¢* Oaly feiz'd 
“upon the Toils, or Hunting-Tackle, and 
“ Books that were taken at Afculum by Strabo, 
“ Pompey’s Father, to which he was fore’d to 
“ plead, their being plunder’d from him again 
“ by Cinna’s Guard, who had broke open his 
“ Houfe”. Mott of their Generals had great- 
ly enlarged the Empire, and added to the 
Publick Kevenue; yet their Rewards, when 
compared to ours, had little fubftantial in them. 
C. Mariw, in his Triumphs, fhewed the Peo- 
ple King fuguriba led in Chains; a Sight full 
as pleafing, by reafon of his-Craft, Valour and 
good Fortune, as if the D—e of A4--———gh 
had been fo happy to expofe the King of France 
in that Condition. Over and above the Charges 
of the War, which were always defrayed out 
of the Spoils, and before the remainder was 
brought into the Publick Treafury, in A4srins 
his Triumph were feen of Gold, Three hundred 
and feven Pound weight, of Silver- Bullion, five 
thoufand feven hundred and feventy five, of Moay 
in Gold and Silver Coin, feventeen tooufand twenty 
eight. They afcribe to Paulus «&milins’s Con- 
quefts in Afacedonia, which was performed in 
the {pace of three Years, this moft acceptable 


| Benefit, viz. That be brought fo vaft.a quantity of 


Mony into the Publick Treafury, that they never paid 
any Taxes until the firft of the War between Antho- 
ny and Cefar; which was above an Hundred 
and thirty four Years. , 

That fach Wealth was often brought home by 
their Generals, vee need but look into the Parti- 
culars of their Triumph, and we fhall always 
findthem very careful of what concerns theTrea- 


| favy. Titus Quintus Flaminius brought 3713 pound 


weight of maffy Gold,43270 of Silver,14514 pieces of 
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coined Gold, over and above a thoufand Talents the 
King of Macedon was further to pay. Lucullus 
ufed to fay, He was more defirous of Praife 
for Juftice and Clemency, than for Feats in 
War, due partly to the. Soldiers Merits, moft 
of all to Fortune: ‘He efteemed his greateft 
Glory to be the Wealth of his Army ; and 
thought they were too much in the tight to be 
punifhed, when diflatisfied with the length of 
the War, the Soldiers threw down their em- 
pty Knapfacks before him, Bidding him al ne en- 
age with the Enemy, who alone made Advantage 
thereby, Afterwards were carried in hisTriumph, 
the golden Image of AMithridates, fix Foot high, 
twenty Loads of Giver Veffels, and thirty two 
of golden Cups; eight Mules laden with gold- 
en Beds, fifty fix'with Bullion, anda hundred 
and feven with coined, Gold and Silver, a- 
mounting ,to above two hundred and feventy 
Myriads: Befides Money delivered to. Pompey 
for profecuting the \Piratick War’ and nine 
hundred and feventy Drachma’s given to cach 
Soldier, as a Reward of their Service. 

Thefe were Generals of Humanity as well as 
Valour,. trie Lovers‘ of their Country, who 
Conquered for their Country, that the Benefit 
might accrue to the Buppires ahd-not to her 
Allies only. Our G——,1 hath alfo been Viato- 
rious, but: for whom ? we are poorer at the end 
of aten Years fuccefsful War, than we could 
have been by heing ‘only fairly Beaten ; two or 
three Years Lofles would perhaps have made us 


-wifer, whereas good ‘Succefs hath blinded , ys: 


We might then have been preferved from fur- 
ther Ruin, though by the very worft Peace that 
France could have allowed us. What Territo- 
ries, what Cities, remain to us? What Spoils 
do we fee brought into the Treafury, in recom- 
pence for our Mony ‘fo profufely lavifhed ? 
Contingencies, Perquifites and Secret Service, are 
fu ficient Monopolies. The Allies and the Grand 
Alliance, are formidable Things !. The Empire 
and Holland are in Pofleffion of all the new Con- 
vefts ; we have nothing to boaft of ‘but fuccefs- 
ul Beggary, of being Farmed, Mortgaged, 
Pawned, Sold, drawn down to the ltoweft Ebb 


of Mifery, and by whom? Why truly, by the 


Conquerors of France, and that is énopgh, tho” 
we are ruined. Cannot we be contented.?. Alas! 
is our Antipathy fo great to the French Nation, 
as to be pleafed with our own. Deftrudctiog, 
meerly becaufe they have been beaten ? What 
Enchantment, what Delufion is this? I have 
not Patience to think of a‘Pedple, fo many 
times Victorious, and yet in a worfe Condition 
than the Prince they haye Conquered. The 
King of France might well comfort himfelf af-

and contingent Accidents, that which could ne- 
ver be compaffed by his Artifices and Fore- 
fight ; fince he found there was no better way,

Our Childrens Children, who muft toil to 
redeem our Mortgages, the Effects of blind 
{afatuation in their Anceftors, will curfe that 
fordid itch of Gain, by which the Titles of Rich 
and Great, were preferred to Good and Juft : 
They will deteft the Memory of a War, by 
which a generous, grateful People, were redu- 
ced to the laft Extremity, meerly to make One 
overgrown Sabject: They will tremble, I hope, 
and look round, enquire, and look again, be- 
fore they refign fo great a Truft, as the Con- 
duét of their Armies, and the Power of Mak- 
ing Peace and War, to One whofe fordid Mind 
may tempt. him to barter his Country for 
Wealth.
